the Post Mortem on the Mayaguez incident. He asked if it had been 
provided to Senator John Sparkman (D. , Ala. ) and I told him no, that we 
had written a letter to Sparkman suggesting that we brief him directly on v 
the matter and had heard nothing since that time. I mentioned to Hornblow 
that Representative Dante B. Fascell (D. , Fla. ) had agreed to call off the 
GAO review of the Mayaguez matter at least as far as CIA is concerned. 

He said that GAO was still after the Post Mortem and he didn't know how 
to handle it. He said that since it was our document, how would we feel 
if he released it. I reminded him that since we provided it to NSC, that 
NSC had taken the position that it was now an NSC document and that had 
been the basis in the beginning of our refusal to give it to GAO. I also 
reminded him that it was our understanding that Henry A. Kissinger, 
Secretary of State, had put a hold on the Post Mortem. In view of this, 
Hornblow said that NSC would probably turn GAO down but that if a decision 
was made to give it to them, he would check with us first.
